Brinsley Tyrrell Exhibition at 
Blossom Music Center 

An exhibition of drawings and sculpture by BRINSLEY TYRRELL will open at 
The William H. Eel Is Gallery at Blossom Music Center, Northampton Township, 
Ohio, North of Akron on August 12. The show will be on view through 
Spetember 10, 1977. 

Brinsley Tyrrell is English and has studied at the Camberwell School of Arts 
and Crafts in London. Before becoming a member of the sculpture faculty 
at Kent State University in 1968 and again in 1972, he taught at several 
colleges in England including St. Joseph's College in London. Tyrrell 
is a member of the Association of International Artists and has received 
a number of awards for his sculpture in addition to many commissions for 
public and private collections. His work has been exhibited extensively 
in the United States and England. 

Artist's Statement: 

"I have always considered myself as a sculptor first and foremost--arid my 
drawings have usually been diagrams and working studies done to help develop 
my ideas and sort out technical problems that occur during the creation of 
sculpture. 

Three years ago I moved to the rural Freedom Township and immediately became 
fascinated with the surrounding landscape, its' changes, undulations,

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I think this interest in landscape was already present in my work and certainly 
my recent sculptures such as, "The Mahoning Series" and ’4x3+1" (in this 
exhibition) are essentially landscape oriented with heavy overlays of fantasy 
and a preoccupation with the contrary placement of forms which may make them 
more difficult to understand. 

The drawings included are part of a large continuing series I started about 
18 months ago and relate directly to the countryside I see from my studio 
windows. I wanted to use and understand the mist, plowed fields, trees, and 
sky that I saw around me and deal with them more directly than I could in 
sculpture. I therefore began to draw in crayon and pastels at night my 
feelings about the landscape I had seen during the day. Essentially I do not 
want to put down my environment exactly but to use those elements that excite 
me most at any one time to create a feeling or perhaps point of view. I may 
draw the same thing twenty times moving fields, rows of corn, and trees like 
chess men--grouped and regrouped until I feel that something has begun to 
happen that reflects my differing preoccupations."
